Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comnnents: Examiner elaborated that it is not clear what specific, substantial, 
and readily available utility stems from the protein having inflammatory activity. Attorney stated that protein can be 
used to screen antiinflammatory agents. Examiner's position is that in the absence of an in vivo correlation to an 
inflammatory process, such is merely further experimentation to determine how to use the claimed invention. Further, it 
is not clear whether the protien is an in vivo inflammatory molecule, or merely a molecule that coincidentally causes 
irritation/inflammation in guinea pigs . 
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
